Japanese  Throng  to  Shrine  of 
Mutsuhito,  Opened  Yester- 
day—Remarkable Manifes-

TOKtO,  Not.  l.->Tokio  was  the 
scene  today  of  remarkable  spontane- 
ous manifestations  of  loyalty,  when  a 
shrine  In  memory  of  the  lata  Jtei- 
peror  Mutsuhito  was  opened.  Prom 
morning  nntH  midnight  enormous 
crowds  streamed  to  the  shrlna  to 
worship  the  spirit  of  the  dallied  Mat- 
suhlto. 

The  broad  two  mile  approaiih  to 
the  shrine  presented  an.  extraordinary 
specUcle  as  the  doubt*  column  of 
pilgrims,  ten  to  flftean  abreast, 
marched  to  and  from  the  shrlna.

OTTAWA,  Nov.  1.— The  Federal 
authorities  are  taking  action  in  prep-

Instructions  have  been  sent  from 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
^headquarters  her«  to  B^iaonton,  .Ji4- 
VlsUig  the  officer  cemtnandtng  that 
district  that  an  ordnance  has  been 
passed  by  the  Governor  of  the 
Northwest  Territories  to  ttrm  ■  ■  back 
all  persons  who  cannot  show  that 
they    have    sufficient    provisions. 

This  Is  an  order  similar  to  that 
which  was  in  effect  during  the  rush 
to  the  Yukon  In  1898,  when  the 
Mounted  Police  turned  back  every 
prospector  who  did  not  have  with 
him  at  least  provisions  to  carry  him 
a  year.  Intending  prospectors  who 
have  not  the  requisite  supplies  with 
>them  will  be  turned  back  by,  the 
Mounted  Police  at^  Edmonton  or 
Peace  River  Crossing,  or  whichever 
post  they  are  required  to  report  at 
before  their  long  trek  northward. 


OTTAWA.  Nov.  1.— The  amend- 
ment to  the  British  North  America 
Act,  which  is  to  be  the  subject  of 
.d)s<<usslon  between  the  Canadian 
Minister  of  Justice  and  the  British 
authorlticH,  concerns  tho  (question  of 
giving  to  Dominion  legislation  the 
same  force  of  ex-territorialUy  as  is 
now  the  case  with  legislation  passed 
by  the  Parllametir^orThe  TTnlted 
Kl>.,idom. 

The  amendment  sought  does  not 
imply  that  the  Dominion  Parliament 
is  to  be  empowered  to  pass  laws 
which  wo"ld  have  force  outside"  the 
boundaries  of  Canada.  It  implies 
that  Canadians  committing  of- 
fences against  Canadian  law  while 
they  are  outside  Canada  may  be 
punished  on  thielr  return.  Airmen 
and  seamen  are  cauMs  in  point,  the 
former  more  particularly. 

If  the  amendment  to  the  Briti.<)h 
North  America  Act  is  passed  by  the 
Imperial  Parliament,  the  Canadian 
Parliament  would  have  authority, 
for  Instance,  to  Impose  penalties  on 
Canadian  airmen  committing  of- 
fences against  Canadian  regulations 
while  not  actually  flying  over  Can.a- 
dlan  territory.  At  present  laws 
passed  by  the  Dominion  Parliament 
have  no  such  force. 

The  question  came  before  the  Do- 
minion Parliament  last  session,  when 
a  resolution  favoring  such  amend- 
ment of  the  British  North  America 
Act  was  passed  by  both  Houses.  A 
number  of  points  in  fespect  to  the' 
amendment  have  arisen^  however, 
and  theiie  are  to  be  discussed  in 
Iiondon.  But  it  is  expected  that 
the  am^ndnaent  will  be  adopted  ft 
Westralflst^r  as  a  matter  of  course.

TWELVE  MEN  KILLED 

AT  NIAGARA  FALLS 

NORTH  TONAWANDA,  N.T.,  Nov.

POLITICAL  ACnVITY 

IN  WESTERN  FIELD 

WINNIPEG,  Nov.  1-— Western. Can- 
ada is  this  week  the  political  centre 
of  the  Dominion.  Premier  Meighen 
Is  holding  a  series  of  meetings  in 
British  Columbia;  Hon.  W.  L.  Mac- 
kenxte  Klnir  speaks  tonight  in  Win- 
nipeg and  then  enters  upon  a  tour  of 
Manitoba;  and  Hon.  T.  A.  Crerar, 
leader  of  tl\e  Federal  Farmers'  Party, 
will  deliver  his  flrst  political  speeches 
in  some  months  in  Prince  Albert  and 
North  Battleford,  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  nights,  respectively.  The 
crowds  which  everjrwhere  are  greet- 
ing the  political  leaders  are  held  to 
be  evidence  of  an  awaker.ed  public 
interest  in  tariff  and  other  live  cur- 
rent   issues. 

Mr.  Crerar's  addresses  are  awaited 
with  a  good  disal  of  Intert-st  It  is 
thought  in  some  circles  that  the  or- 
ganized farmers  are  about  ready  to 
underUke  an  active  national  cam- 
paign in  the  interesu  of  their  articles 
of  political  faith  and  that  this  week's 
meetings  in  Saskatphewan  may  open 
the  engai^ement.  There  is  much 
■Speculation  also  on  the  nature  of  the 
future  relations  between  the  Farm- 
ers' Party  and  the  party  led  by  Hon. 
Mr.  King,  and  there  are  suggestions 
that  Mr.  Crerar's  speeches  may  throw 
some  light  on  this  matter.

The  statement  was  the  first  issued 
on  the  >  California  land  question, 
which  long  has  been  a  matter  of 
conversation  between  the  department 
and  the  Japanese  ambassador  to 
'Washington.  The  fact  that  it  was 
issued  on  the  eve"  of  the  election  in 
California,  at  which  the  proposed 
now  State  law  is  to  be  voted  upon, 
was  declared  by  State  Department 
officials  to  have  no  political  aignifi- 
eance. 

The  impression  was  given  that  the 
chief  purpose  was  to  convey  an  aa- 
surance  to  the  people  of  Japan  that 
the  American  Government  would  see 
to  it  that  tt^tr  legitimate  intereata 
would  be  safeguarded  and  would 
continue  to  hiave  the  conelderatlon 
to  which  they  were  entitled.  ' 

The  Department's  statement  was 
made  public  in  agreement  with  the 
Japanese  Government,  it  having  been 
the  understanding  from  the  start  of 
the  conversation!  wi^h  the  Japanese 
Ambassador  that  neither  Govern- 
ment would  issue  any  atatement  re- 
garding the  matter  •yithout  the  con- 
sent or  the  other.

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PEKING  ALLEGES 


Proclamation  Usued  by  Gov- 
ernment Declares  That 
North  and  South  Have  Been 
Reconciled   •        


PEKING.  Nov.  l.—The  Peking 
Government  has  issued  a  proclama- 
tion declaring  that  there  has  been  a 
reunion  of  North  and  South  China 
and  calling  for  an  election  of  a  new 
Parliament  on  the  basis  .of  the  old 
election  regulations. 

The  proclamation  cites  an  an- 
nouncement by  General  Tsen  Chun 
Hshuan,  the  chi^f  of  the  southern 
military  government,  of  the  dissolu- 
tion of-  that  government  and  th^ 
A-enunoiatlon  by  the  provinces  of 
Kwang  Tung  and  Kwang  Hshie  of 
their  declarations  of  independence. 

The  Peking  proclamation  has  elic- 
ited a  manifesto  from  the  constitu- 
tional leaders.  Dr.  Bun  Tat  8en  aatf 
Tang  Shao  Yl  at  Shanghai,  fleclarlng 
that  constitutional  government  was 
still  in  existence  and  that  they  did 
not  recognise  the  Peking  proclama- 
tion aa  having  any  force.  The  al- 
leged unity,  it  declared,  was  based 
upon  a  peace  agreement  made  by 
"Irresponsible  persons,"  and  the 
manifesto  charges  that  the  procla- 
mation constitutes  an  attempt  to 
deceive  foreigners  for  ulterior  pur- 
poses and  give  life  to  an  illegal  gov- 
ernment. 

The  view  of  the  situation  here  is 
that  the  Peking  Government  has 
hope  of  conciliating  the  Southern

GERMANS  HOWL  FOR 
REVISION  OF  TREATY 

BERLIN,  Nov.  1,  —  Dr.  Bugene 
SchifTer,  former  minister  of  Justice, 
speaking  in  the  ReiohsUg  Saturday 
against  the  Versailles  treaty,  said 
that  Ui«  German  people  had  been 
decel^d  into  laying  down  their  arms 
by  President  Wilson,  whose  failure 
to  stand  by  the  14  points,  he  de- 
clared, made 'the  tredty  a  laughing 
stock  and  mockery  of  the  world. 
Under  the  covering  note,  the  Ger- 
mans, said  Dr.  Bohlffer,  had  not  only 
the  moral,  but  documentary  right  to 
demand  revisions  of  the  treaty. 

"The  treaty  Itself."  he  said,  "Is  a 
crime  sgalnst  the  German  nation  and 
the   whole   world."

Mr.  James  Dakera,  president  of  the 
Metal  Trades  Council,  and  for  many 
years  a  prominent  member  of  local 
labor  organizations,  and  Councillor 
Thomas  Dooley.  of  Soanich,  liliewlse 
an  old-time  active  worlier  in  iatwr 
circles,  were  the  choice  of  the  nomin- 
ating convention  of  trades  unionists 
of  the  city  held  last  night  In  the  hall 
of  the  ReUll  Clerks'  AMOciaUon. 
Duck  Block. 

The  two  nominees  will  t'eplVseni 
I.abor  on  the  Joint  Soldier-Labor 
ticket,  which  will  be  put  forward  at 
the  forthcoming  Provincial  election. 
The  other  two  members  on  the  ticket 
■ — the  choice  of  the  Orand  Army  of 
United  Veterans,  nominated  by  that 
organization  last  week — are  Messrs. 
K.  P.  McL«rnan  and  C.  K.  Christian, 
both  returned  men. 

Last  night's  convention  took  some 
time  in  selecting  its  nominees.  On 
the  flrst  ballot  eleven  candidates  for 
nomination  flgured.  Mr.  Dakers  was 
the  only  one  to  secure  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  and  was  declared  nom- 
inated. It  required  four  more  ballots 
TSeTore'the  second  nian  was  named, 
the  lowest  on  each  ballot  being 
dropped  until  the  fourth  ballot  when 
of  the  fleld  of  eight  in  the  race  four 
were  dropped,  leaving  the  tight  be- 
tween Mr.  G.  A.  Coldwell,  of  the 
Typographical  Union;  Mr.  E.  B. 
Woodward,  secretary  of  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Council;  Mr.  J.  Copeiand 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Dooley.  The  ballot 
resulted  fn  the  contest  being  between 
^Mpfs^H.  CpJ(rtwell,an^  Dooley.  By^the 
time  the  innal  ballot  was  taken  mai.y 
of  those'  present  at  "thr  flrst  vote  had^ 
left.  Mr.  Dooley  Just^ nosed  out  Mr. 
Coldwell  by  a  vote  of  35  to  34. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  con- 
vention was  open  to  all  trade  union- 
Ijta^  Dre»*»ntlng  their^ 'inlon  cards  the 
attendance,  about  iTSv,  wa»  considered 
disappointing.  There  were  present  a 
small  element  alleged  to  be  supporters 
of  the  One  Big  Union  and  they  ap- 
peared to  take  a  keen  and,  at  tijnes, 
boisterous,  part  in,  the  proceedings, 
their  chief  aim  being  to  poke  fun  at 
their  fellow  working  men. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Pike,  president  of  the 
Trades  and  Labor., Council,  under  the 
auspices  of  which  the  meeting  was 
called,  ofllciated  as  chairman  and  at 
times  had  some  difficulty  in  maintain- 
ing order,  especially  when  "Brother". 
Moulton,  who  persisted  at  frequent 
Intervals  In  delivering  a  speech,  waxed 
eloquent  at  great  length.  A  number 
of  knotty  points  of  procedure  had 
to  be  solved  before  the  meeting  got 
down  to  the  work  of  balloting.  Ap- 
parently there  was  an  outsider  seek- 
ing the  nomination,  but  the  chair- 
man's ruling  that  no  one,  hot  a  mem- 
ber of  a  labor  union  should  be  nom- 
inated, no  matter  how  friendly  he 
might  be  to  labor  and  labor's  dims, 
put  the  quietus  on  the  unknown's  as- 
pirations. It  was  also  decided  that 
no  one  should  be  nominated  who  was 
not  a  fully  paid  up  member  holding 
^  union  card,  a  decision  which  threat- 
ened a  disturbance. 

"Does  that  include  an  O.B.U. 
cari}?"  came  a  voice  from  the  rear. 

Chairman  Pike  hastened  to  explain 
no    particular   union    was   specified. 

"Then  you  rule  an  O.B.U.  man  is 
a  union  man?" 

Secretary  Woodward  explained  that 
the  meeting  had  been  advertised  as 
being  open  to  any  man  holding  an  In- 
ternational Union  card. 

The  question  of  a  platform  on 
which  the  nominees  of  the  meeting 
should  stand  for  election  required 
lengthy  debate  and  some  acrimonious 
discussion.  The  chairman's  sugges- 
tion was  to'  take  thr  general  trades 
union  principles  embodied  in  the 
Platform  of  the  Trades  Congress  of 
Canada,  that  of  the  Trades  and  Labor 
CiumrJl  .here,  and  that  evolved  by  the 
soldier  wing  of  the  Soldier-Labor 
party  and  evolve  a  platform  for  the 
election. 

One  member  suggested  a  committee 
be  named  to  deal  with  the^  matter, 
such  a  committee  to  be  allowed  one- 
half  hour  to  compile  and  report  back 
a  platform. 

Finally  it  was  agreed  to  take  up 
the  platform  of  the  Or«nd  Amy  of 
United  Veterans,  as  published  In  the 
press  last  week,  and  go  over  It;  after- 
wnrdtt  to  name  a  committee  to  draft 
labor's  co.njrjhutlon  to  that  platform 
and  havo  the  whole  ready  for  another 
gathering. 

The  soldiers'  platform,  with  one  of 
two  minor  amendments  was  accepted 
after  much  discussion,  In  the  course 
of  which  ,one  union  man  asserted

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting 
held  in  the  rooms  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  Veterans  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
which  membera  of  the  Army  and 
>^vy  Veterans;  Britlah  Campaigners, 
Veterans  of  Prance.  G.A.U.V.  and 
n.W.V.A.  attended  as  indlviduala 
w^hout  oflScial  status,  the  following 
resolution    was   carried    unanimously^ 

"That  the  non-political  ex-service 
organizations  take  no  action  in  the 
forthcoming   election." 

The  comrades  present  were  rec- 
ognized leaders  of  the  various  ex-ser- 
vice bodies,  but  it  was  plainly  stated 
by  all  that  they  were  present  with- 
out executive  pom'ers  and  without 
authority  to  represent  their  associa- 
tions  offlclally. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was  de- 
clared by  Comrade  It.  P.  Clark,  at 
whose  instigation  it  was  caHed,  to  bel 
an  endeavor  to- find  out  the  wishes 
of  the  returned  men  of  Victoria  in 
connection  with  the  political  situa- 
tion, and  to  decide  what  action,  if 
any,  should  be   taken. 

To  clarify  the  atmosphere  and  to 
prevent  any  misunderstanding,  the 
n^xt  s{>eaker  said  -thi..  the  name^  of 
"CoTCTa-cTeH  L'laril  'a Ka  •trincficrifte  TfiSa" 
been  freely  mentioned  us  desirable 
candidates,  but  they  were  not  ae- 
plrants  for  political  honors,  although 


the  Interests  of  returned  men  in  the 
Liegtslature  if  the  comrades  so  de- 
sired. 

Consideration  of  the  platform,-earr--

G.-^.r.V.    Action 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
United  X'eicrans'~rn  ""placing ""  cah3P 
dates  in  the  field  came  under  discus- 
sion, several  of  the  comrades  express- 
ing disapproval.  The  fact  that  re- 
turned men  as  a  whole  were  not  con- 
culted  in  connection  with  the  plat- 
form and  candidates  was  considered 
to  be  imprudent,  and  the  policy  and 
candidates  therefore,  could  not  be 
recognized  as  those  of  returned  men, 
but  merely  of  a  section  of  returned 
men.  G.A.U.V.  supporters  and  others 
declared  that  whatever  views  re- 
turned men  might  hold  In  connection 
with  the  organization,  it^jyas  a  poli- 
tical factor  in  the  fight;  its  objects 
were  frankly  political,  it  n<ffver  at- 
tempted to  suppress  that  fact,  its 
doors  were  wide  open,  and  it  was 
perfectly  Justified  in  entering  the 
political  arena  and  contesting  seats 
in  any  election.  An  official  of  the 
organization  declared  that  no  de- 
parture from  the  decision  of  the  con- 
vention was  possible;  the  candidates 
nominated  were  In  the  field  and 
would  remain  there  until  after  the 
election. 

No   .Soldier   Ticket 

The  confidence  of  the  public  was 
recognized  as  being  tKe  first  essen- 
tial, and  until  that  was  secured  re- 
turned men  would  not  become  fac- 
tors in  public  afTalrs.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  the  public  was  afraid  to 
trust  returned  men  on  account  of 
their  narrow  views.  To  run  a  straight 
soldier  ticket  was  declared  to  be  in- 
advisable as  the  people  would  object 
to  be  dominated  by  .any  one  section. 
The  desire  of  the  electors  to  substi- 
tute existing  parties  with  a  new  and 
progressive  party  was  not  an  indi- 
cation that  they  desired  government 
by  returned  men,  but  rather  by  citl- 
sens  of  repute.

Many  Osntlklates  in  Sight

er Dela wanna  by  7  minutes  and  16 
seconds,  official  time,  thereby  clinch- 
ing the  cup  and  $4,000  In  prise  money. 
The  win  gave  two  straight  victories  to 
the  United  States  in  the  International 
series  between  the  Nova  Scotia 
fishermen  and  their  Massachusetts 
rival,  and  thereby  determined  the 
event  tor  tha  year. 

Keen  Judgment  and  matchless  sail- 
ing ability  of  Captain  "Marty"  Welch, 
of  tha  Oloucester  boat,  was  said  on  all 
handa  tonight  to  be  responsible  for 
wibolng  today's  Victory,  when  he 
brought  the  Bsperanto '  from  -behind 
after  twenty-two  miles  of  the  forty- 
mlla  oourae  had  been  sailed  and  on 
-  the  final  ler^vhlch  was  a  dead  beat  to 
windward,  continually  Increased  his 
lead.  The  superior  ability  of  the  Es- 
peranto to  work  windward  was  ad- 
mii'ted  to  be  a  factor  In  the  result. 

Cat>t.  Welch,  however,  said  tonight 
hat  It  was  the  wind  that  did  1t^ 

In  the  light  wind,"  he  said,  "the 
Delawanna  had  tui.  but  in  the  heavier 
Wind,  as  w^  approached  the  harbor 
we  looped  ahead,  but  she  is  a  game 
veasal.  a  very  fine  vessel,  and  has  a 
•plandld  craw."-  — ■    *■  - 

He  made  his  statement  as  his  crew 
was  giving  three  cheers  for  the  crew 
of  the  Delawanna. 

Why  Hlnunebnan  JJost 

Capt.  Tommy  Hlmmelman,  of  the 
defeated  schooner,  when  asked  for 
tha  reason  that  he  had  lost  the  race, 
said: 

"Oh.  I  overshot  the  mark  when  I 
ovarstood  about  a  mile  further  than 
I  ought  to  have  in  passing  Shut-in 
Island   bell  buoy." 

It  was  in  making  the  buoy  at  the 
third  turn  that  the  Delawanna  over- 
shot the  mark,  thereby  enabling  the 
,  Oloucester  craft  to  cut  the  Lunenburg 
boat's  lead  In  half.  Members  of  the 
crew  of  the  Delawanna,  however,  de- 
clined to  take  their  captain's  explan- 
ation tonight,  saying  that  he  only  took 
precautions  not  to  run  the  Esperanto, 
too  close  to  the  shoals  of  Devil's 
Island  in  making  turn,  for  otherwise 
she  would  have  been  In  danger  of 
going  ashore.

On  Board  SB.  Tyrlan,  Nov.  1  (By 
Wireless). — ^At  8:40  a.m..  five  minutes 
before  the,  preparatory  gun  for  the 
second  of  the  international  fishing 
schooner  races  off  Halifax  Harbor. 
Blsperanto.  tha  American  craft,  which 
won  the  first  ra«e  on  Saturday,  and 
Delawanna.  the  Canadian  schooner, 
had  -tntle  more  than  steerage  way. 
What  little  wind  there  was  came  from 
the  west.  A  dredge  which  had  put  to 
sea  In  the  early  morning  was  observed 
to  be  niaklng  port  again,  indicating 
that  heavier  weather  conditions  out- 
side were  prevailing. 

The  fifteen-minute  preparatory  gun 
found  both  scht)oners  on  the  starting 
line,  with  Delawanna  to  windward, 
standing  out  on  the  starboard  tack, 
and  Esperanto  heading  up  the  harbor 
on  the  port  tack.-  Esperanto  bore 
away  and  on  the  stroke  of  the  five 
mlnuta  gun  Jibed  over  and  headed 
out  ofi4h«'  harbor  on  tha  starboard 
tack.  Delawanna,  to  windward,  fol- 
lowed suit.

Five  minutes  after  the  starting  gun 
Delawanna  blanketed  Esperanto  and 
shot  ahaad. 

At  9:20  pelawanna  had  opened  up 
a  lead  of  nine  lengths  on  the  Ameri- 
can craft,  and  had  passed  York  Re- 
doubt off  the  western  headlands. 

The  boats  were  now  getting  a  bet- 
ter breese,  and  every  atlteh  of  can- 
%-as  was  drawing  well.  Delawanna, 
with  about  forty  tons  less  ballast  in 
her  hold  than  she  hadvon  Saturday, 
was  going  down  the  wind  at  a  fast 
clip,  and  rapidly  drawing  away  from 
Esperanto.  % 

At  9:30  Delawanna  had  passed 
Sandwich  Point  and  was  getting  a 
better  breese  outside  than  Esperanto, 
which  was  still  inside  the  pqlnt.  The 
wind  at  that  hour  was  about  seven 
knots,  due  west,  and  In  the  opinion  of 
weather  sharps  the  raca  would  be 
flnished  within  the  time  limit.  While 
Delawanna  had  already  demonstrated 
her  superiority  over  Esperanto  off 
the  wind.  It  had  to  be  determined 
what. affect  the  llghteAlng  of  her  bal- 
last would  have  on  her  speed  when 
on   tha  wind. 

At  9:65  Delawanna  was  still  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  ahead.  Esperanto 
had  held  her  own  off  Sandwich  Point.

At  11:05  Hlmmelman  eased  sheets, 
but  his  mallsail  did  not  appear  to  be 
as  far  out  as  the  American  schooner's.

The  consul,  in  his  Introductory  re- 
marks, polnt«d  out  that  the  Em- 
peror's birthday  anniversary  was 
really  un  August  31,  but  as  In  Japan 
that  month  was  extremely  hot,  and  as 
the  schools  and  some  of  the  Oovern- 
jp^nt  oflices  were  closed.  It  was  not 
an  opportune  time  for  public  celebra- 
tions. For  this  treason  the  occasion 
was  usually  celebrated  two  months 
l^ter.  This  year  October  31  had  come 
upon  a  Sunday,  so  the  honoring  of 
the  Emperor  was  delayed  until  a  day 
later.

Mrs  .Adams-Beck  stated 
she  was  in  Japan  at  the  time^  war 
broke  out.  and  she  told  of  the  anxiety 
that  prevailed  among  the  British  peo- 
ple there  until  the  time  when  the 
Emperor  announced  that  his  country 
would  enter  the  conflict  on  the  side  of 
the  Allies.  "We  have  no  more  true 
or  faithful  ally  in  the  wor^d,"  she 
declared.  In  conclusion  she  wished 
the  Emperor  "many  banxals."

HISTORIC  WORKHOUSE 

HAS  BEEN  CLOSED 

Institution  Where  Mr.  Bnmble  Ruled 

and  OUwr  Twist  Solfered 

Now  No  Bfore 
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St.  George's  Workhouse,  In  the 
Mint,  Borough,  has  been  closed  by 
the  Bouthwark  Board  of  Ouardtahs, 
and  the  Inmates  transferred  to  their 
other  institutions.  This  |s  the  Work- 
house described  by  Dickens,' where 
Oliver  Twist  "asked  for  more," 
Tthough  in  the  novel  he  placed  It 
pome  distance  from  London.  "The 
copper  In  which  the  gruel  wns  made 
Is  to  ho  presented  to  the  Bouthwark 
Borough  Council  for  preservation  In 
their  museum  at  Walworth   Road. 

Dickens  states  that  when  young 
Oliver  came  to  the  house  the  St. 
George's  Board  of  Guardians  had 
recently  Introduced  a  new  dietary 
pcale  with  a  view  to  reducing  the 
number  of  Inmates.  The  guardians," 
he  writes,  had  "contracted  with  the 
waterworks  to  lay  on  an  unlimited 
supply  of  water.  £tod  wltU  a  corn 
factor  to  supply  periodically  small 
quant^tes  of  oatmeal,  issued  three 
meals  of  thin  gruel  a  day,  with 
an  onion  twice  a  week  and  a 
roll  on  Sundays.  It  was  rather  «<• 
pensive  at  first  in  oonsequence  of 
the  Increase  in  the  undertaker's  bill, 
and  the  necessity  of  taking  in  the 
clothes  of  all  the  paspers,  which 
fluttered  loosely  on  their  wasted, 
shrunken  forms  after  a  week  or 
two's  gruel.  But  the  number  of 
workhouse  Inmates  got  thin  as  well 
as  the  paupers,  and  the  board  was 
In  ecstasl«a" 

The  workhouse  in  the  Mint  has 
also  other  notable  references  in 
"Oliver  Twist,"  and  readers  will  re- 
member that  here  it  was  that  Mr. 
Bumble,  marrying  the  widow  Coney, 
afterwards  beoaaie  master,  ultimately 
losing  hie  ofnoe  with  his  wife,  while 
both  ended  their  daya  In  the  work- 
heaee  where  pravlously  they  had 
hallled  the  poor.  ^ 
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Ovc(^--Walter  Bright  came 
up  for  Judgment  In  the  City  Police 
Court  yesterday,  on  the  remanded 
hearing  of  the  ease  against  him  of 
assaulUng  his  wife.  Magistrate  Jar 
said  that  the  evidence  did  not  entirety 
support  the  allegation  of  actual  bod- 
ily harm  to  the  complainant.

She  blames 
the   civic  authorities  for  the   regula- 
tions which  close  the  recognized  milk 
selling  emporia  at  that  hour.     But  I 
think   that   she   has   rather   exagger- 
ated   the   gravity   of  the   case.      £Iven 
.people  who  sell  milk  must  close  their 
establishments   at   some   hour   In   the 
day,   and.  ii>.a   caas   of  urgency  it   is 
alwayrf^>possible   to   purchase   milk  at 
one  of  the  jmany  Ice  cream  parlors  or 
fruit     stands     which     so     plentifully 
adorn  our  city.

A  large  gathering  of  returned  men 
listened   to   an   impressive   speech  by 
Comrade  Col.   R.  Ross  Napier  at  the 
G.W.T.A,  smoker  on  Saturday  even- 
ing.     In    opening    his    address,    Col. 
Napier  stated  that  &t  some  future  date 
he  could  safely  say  that  he  and  Prie- 
mler    Melgh^n    spoke    on    the      same 
evening  in  Victoria.     He  said  he  was 
not    prejudiced    about    the    forthcom- 
ing elections.   In  'fact,   during  his   20 
years'   residence   in   British   Cofhmbla 
he  had  never  taken  any  active  part 
in  politics,  but  now  he  was  interested 
in  a  great  firm — in  fact,  a  i«rtner  in 
the  largest  firm  in  Canada — ^and  that 
firm  was  Canada,  Unlimited.     He  had 
invested    in    that   firm,   one   arm   and 
a  leg  that  will  never  be  all  right.

Th«  flrat  and  fore- 
most quastlon  to  be  placed  before  htm 
was  the  labor  situation  In  Victoria. 
Comrade  H.  W.  Hart  pointed  out  that 
there  are  now  In  the  neighborhood  of 
1.500  men  out  of  work  In  Victoria, 
and  that  their  numbers  are  being 
augmented  steadily  by  an  influx  of 
men^^rom  elsewhere.  This  Is  creat- 
Ihg  lua  exceedingly  serious  problem 
here,'.  »,nf'  Comrade  Hart  suggested 
that  the  time  Is  opportune  for  the 
beginning  of  construction  on  public 
works  that  have  been  authorized. 

While  recognizing  the  serious 
nature  of  the  situation,  the  Premier 
considered  It  not  a  purely  local  prob- 
leijn.  'The  Uni^^d  States  was  having 
similar  trouble,  had  been  feeling  it, 
In  fact,  before  Canada.  He  assured 
the  veterans  of  his  desire  to  aid  in 
every  banner;  promised  to  make  en- 
deavors to  provide  employment  wher^ 
possible,  but  stated  that  he  could  not 
then  and  ths^e  make  any  definite 
statement.*^ 

The  dples  of  last  Winter  were 
mentioned  by  the  delegation,  who 
thought  such  a-  measure  extremely 
distasteful,  but  an  only  alternative  to 
employment.  They  urged  work  in 
place  of  a  handout.

Comradi^  Kldner,  of  the  Veterans  of 
France,  in  speaking  for  re-estabilsb- 
raent  of  returned  men,  prefaced  his 
remarks  by  the  two  following  ques- 
tions: ''  * 

"HUve  yog,  sir,  any  policy  aa  Prime 
Minister,  on  behalf  of  your  Cabinet, 
to  announce  to  this  delegation  re- 
specting re-establishment  as  urged  by 
the  Veterans  of  Canada?" 

"Has  any  scheme  of  re-establish- 
mcnt  been  submitted  to.the  Parlia- 
mentary  Committee  on .  Bill  No.  10, 
Soldiers*  Civil  Re-establishment 
Amendment  Act,  that  is  considered 
feasible  and  practicable  by  yourself 
and  your  Ministers?" 

The  speaker  remarked  that  this  was 
a  matter  of  interest  to  all  veterans  at 
the  present  time  In  view  of  the  econ- 
omlo  handicaps  which  most  men  are 
suffering  under:  It  was  of  Interest  to 
himself  in  view  of  the  fact  that  last 
February  he  had  submitted  to  the 
Government  at  Ottawa  a  bond  bonus 
scheme  of  re-establtshment.~ 

In  drawing  attention  to  the  work 
men  were  compelled  to  follow  owing 
to  these  conditions,  which  were  un- 
suited  to  the  disabilities  of  large  num- 
bers of  men  suffering  from  war  ser- 
vice, Comrade  Kldner  histanced  his 
own  experience  which  was  common  to 
thousands  of  men  in  the -Dominion  In 
travelling  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  In  search  of  work,  that  un- 
settled conditions  were  general  in  the 
Interior  nt  a  time  wheh  work  should 
have  been  normal.  He  begged  to 
assure  the  Premier  that  the  general 
ientlment  of  veterans  everywhere  was 
for  tho  urgent  need  of  practical  re- 
eatabliahment,  It  being  a  fact  that 
irrespective  of  the  minor  differences 
existing  between  various  organizations 
there  was  a  solid  front  amongst  mem- 
bers on  this  question. 

Subsequently  the  question  was  asked 
"What  was  the  reason  Sir  R.  Borden's 
Qovemment  granted  a  gratuity  to  ser- 
vice men  on  their  dischargeMnto  civil 
We?" 

Dealing  with  re-establishment  in 
reply  to  the  two  questions,  tho  Premier 
wae  definite  and  emphatic.  To  the 
first  the  reply  was,  the  Government 
has  no  policy  of  re-establishment, 
either  on  a  cash  gratuiy  or  bond 
bonus  basis.  To  the  second  question 
the  committee  on  re-e.stablishment 
have  not  submitted  to  the  Government 
any  scheme  that  la  in  their  view  con- 
sidered feasible  and  practicable,  apart 
from  the  traiulty  already  granted.  In 
reply  to  the  supplementary  question 
It  wae  stated  that  the  Government 
granted  the  gratuity  on  discharge  into 
civil  life  to  tide  a  man  over  the 
transition   period. 

That  the  Premier  was  unjustlrted  In 
hie  claim  that  Canadian  Veterans  had 
been  treated  more  generously  than 
those  of  any  other  country  was  con- 
tended by  Capt.  Orfbrd,  of  the  Grand 
Army  «t  United  Veterans.  He  in- 
stanced   the   case   of    the   Australian 


soldier,  who  net  only  reoelTMi 
higher  pay  overseas,  but  got  a  gra- 
tuity of  one  sblUtng  and  sixpence  per 
day  for  tynry  day  of  service,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  bond  gratuity  of  the  value 
of   fiOO. 

The  Premier  dispute^  this  luwertion, 
■aylnc  be  wae  converaant  with  tho  re. 
eetabllahment  regulations  of  Austra- 
lia and  every  other  country,  and  that 
the  highest  amount  issued  by  the 
Australian  Qovemment  to  any  one 
person  was  1420,  drawlhg  Interest  at 
6y^  per  cent,  whereas  In  the  case  of 
married  men  the  Canadian  Oovern- 
ment  paid  cash  gratuities  of  fCOO. 

Major  Bullook-Webster,  delegated 
by  the  Harbor  Marine  Veterans, 
brought  the  situation  of  the  yard 
before  the  Premier,  claiming  they 
had  not  been  given  fair  treatment. 
Further  contracts  had  been  expected 
on  the  completion  of  the  old  one.  the 
people  of  the  city  had  looked  to  the 
continuation  of  shipbuilding  In  Vle- 
torla,  but  the  yard  wae  now  dosed, 
and  i^reral  hundred  men  who  had 
been  doing  good  work  were  out  .of 
employment.  He  understood  that  the 
shipyards  at  Prince  Rupert  had  been 
taken  over  by  the  Oovernmept,  in 
which  event  he  suggested  that 
veterans  be  irlvsn  preference  in  that 
yard  in  the  matter  of  employment, 
as  Is  «not  done  at  present,  he  Inti- 
mated.

Association  at  Vancouver,  emphasized 
this  from  his  persona]  experience  last 
year.  Objection  was  also  raised  to  the 
closing  down  of  the  information  and 
service  branches,  as  the  harden  of 
caring  for  the  needs  of  the  returned 
men  was  then  thrust  on  the  shoulders 
of  the-eir-servlce  bodies. 

The  Premier  admitted  the  Impos- 
sibility of  turning  out  trained  men 
after  a  course  of  six  months  or  so, 
saying  It  was  the  Idea  of  the  Oovern> 
ment  to  assist  tho  disabled  veterans 
to  the  best  of  its  ability,  giving  them 
opportunities  to  get  this  training  and 
use  it  to  some  advantage. 

There  Is  not  a  returned  man  la 
Canada  satisfied,  interjected  Capt.  Or- 
ford,  who  enquired  as  to  a  constitu- 
tional method  of  showing  such  dis- 
satisfaction. 

Not  only  the  soldiers,  but  every 
one,  is  discontented,  replied  the 
Premier,  who  suggested  that  If  a  vote 
were  to  be  taken  of  the  people  of 
Canada  as  to  their  Individual  condi- 
tions, it  would  be  found  that  ninety- 
nine  in  one  hundred  would  be  dis- 
satisfied. 

Victorians  Suffer 
The  labor  situation  again  appeared 
in  the  discussion  before  the  conclusion 
'of  thefhterview,  members  of  the  dele- 
.Catloh  arguing  that  the  position  in 
VUMcria  Is  much  worse  than  In  other 
centre*.  While  the  local  men  were 
overseas  a  great  many  of  the  casual- 
ties came  to  the  Pacific  Coast  on  dis- 
charge owing  to  the  milder  weather 
conditions.  On  tlw  return  of  the 
Victoria  veterans  no  vacancies  could 
be  discovered  for  them  in  many  cases, 
the  Jobs  being  in  the  hands  of  men 
from  other  provlnces.- 

The  Premier  recognized  that  the 
problem  in  British  Columbia  is  of  a 
serious  nature  owing  to  this  fact,  and 
that  re-establishment  is  here  a  greater 
question  than  elsewhere.  He  could 
not,  however,  make  any<  definite  an- 
nouncement (o  the  delegation  re- 
garding possible  measures  to  alleviate 
the  situation.

The  chief  of  the  French  Naval  Kn- 
glneerlng  Department,  Emil  Berlin, 
has  prepared  a  new  project  lor  the 
uaivage  of  the  Luaitania,  which  has 
been  sent  to  all  technical  colleges 
and  educational  institutes  in  Europe 
for   suggestions    and    criticisms. 

Mr.  ©ertin  proposes  that  a  large 
raft,  800  metres  long  by  100  metrea 
■wide,  should  be  constructed  and 
towed  to  the  spot  where  the  wreck 
is  located.  At  lo^  water  this  raft  Is 
to  be  attached  to  the  LusiUnia  by 
means  of  800  unusually  strong  steel 
rop^s.  At  high  tide  the  wreck  wauld 
then  beiraised  owing  to  the  lift,  and 
could  ar  once  be  towed  into  port  for 
repaJjriT  The  Lusitanla's  valuable 
cargo,  which  includes  a  large  con- 
signment of  gold,  would  more  than 
cover  the  costs  of  salvage.        / 

The  Hamburger  correst)ondent 
doubts,  however,  whether  this  scheme 
can  be  successfully  carried  out.  How, 
it  inquires,  are  the  800  heavy  steel 
ropes  to  be  attached  to  the  sunken 
vessel  so  that  none  breaks  loose  and 
bow,  during'  the  brief  period  of  low 
water,  are  all  these  800  ropes  to  be 
made  taut  so  that  they  will  all  pull 
equally?

Kven  in  the  case  of  such 
lines  the  Government  is  to  pay  the 
expenses  for  the  carrying  of  mails 
which  are  now  Included  in  the  sub- 
sidy. It  i«  believed,  therefore,  that  In 
view  gt>f  the  marked  Increase  in  the 
volume  of  malls  In  recent  /ears,  the 
payments  which  the  companies  con- 
cerned  are  to  receive  from  the  Gov- 
ernment to  carry  malls  will  not  be 
much  smaller  than  the  amount  now 
paid  as  subsidy.  The  Cabinet  Coun- 
cil is  agreed  as  to  the  advisability  of 
making  a  new  arrangement  along  the 
lines  mentioned  with  the  ''KIppon 
Tusen  Kalaha  subsidy  contracts  with 
the  Government  which  expire  at  the 
end  of  this  year. 

The  proposed  abolition  of  the 
present  subsidy,  in  favor  of  payment 
of  fees  for  the  carrying  of  malls, 
however,  is  not  to  be  carried  out 
generally  at  first,  but  will  be  confined 
to  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  for  the 
time  being.  The  proposed  reform  Is 
to  be  effected  only  in  regard  to  the 
lines  the  owners  of  which  do  not  re- 
quire Government  aid.  Such  are  the 
ISuropean.  North  American  and  Aim- 
tralian  lines  maintained  by  the  Nip- 
pon Yusen  Kaisha.  whose  position  In 
regard — for — thasa -particular  lines  Is^

VANCOUVBR,  B.C.,  Nov.  T— Finis 
has  been  Alwrltten  to  the  old  tugbout 
Etta  M.  White,  a  familiar  vessel  on 
this  coast  since  she  was  bulU  on 
Puget  Sound  in  1871.  She  w%» 
burned  to  the  water's  edge  and.|Sunk 
early  last  Friday  morning  off  Rae- 
cllff  Point,  near  Swanson  Bay,  the 
oflloeri  and  crem  having  a  narrow 
escape,  but  snfCmng  no  injury,  ex- 
cepting loss  of  clothing  and  some 
money. 

The  crew  reached  Vancouver  on 
Saturday  night,  and  the  story  of  the 
nre  is  a  thrilling  one.  At  4  o'clock 
Friday  morning  while  taking  a  tow 
of  logs  to  Swanson  Bay.  Are  sud- 
denly burst  out  in  the  engine  room. 
So  faiit  did  the  flames  spread  that 
there  was  scarcely  time  to  launch  the 
small  boat  and  get  away.  One  of 
the  crew  had  time  only  to  climb  into 
his  overalls.  Captain  Armstrong,. in 
his  haste,  grabbed  the  wrong  coat 
and  found  later  he  had  left  |200 
cash  in  another  coat. 

Commodore  to  Reecue 
Captain  Bferre,  master  of  the  tug- 
boat Commodore,  bound  from  Thurs- 
ton Harbor,  was  two  miles  south  of 
Butedalo  wh«n  he  sighted  the  Etta 
M.  White  ablaze  close  to  the  main- 
land shore.  He  put  over  at  once  and 
took  the  crew  and  offlcers  on  board. 
A  few  minutes  later  4he  burning  ves- 
sel went  down  in  steam  and  smoke. 
She  is  believed  to  be  a  toui  loss. 

The  Etta  M.  Whits  was  built  on 
Puget  Sound  and  flrst  came  to  Brit- 
ish Columbia  waters  over  forty  years 
ago.  She  was  operated  by  the 
MoodyvtUe  Sawmill  Comp«ny,  Cap- 
tain Smith,  mbw  employed  at  the 
outer  wharf  la  Victoria,  being  her 
flrst  capUIn  in  the  Canadian  service. 
When  the  Moodyville  mills  were  sold 
she  (ell  into  private  hands,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  few  yearn  had  been 
owned  and  operated  by  Captain  R. 
Armstrong  and  Engineer  F.  Freese. 
The  tow  of  logs  which  she  had 
when  the  Are  broke  out  was  an- 
chored to  the  shore  by  the  Com- 
modore, and  later  pioked  up  and 
taken  to  Ocean  Falls.
